(PNS) - Despite the persistance of 
the model minority myth that 
Asians are Succeeding in the Ameri- 
can mainstream，recent studies and 
the personal experiences of Asians 
who are trying to make it tell quite 
a different story. 

While Asians seem to have the 
job market，they often find them- 
Selves “topping out early in their 
careeISs。 Recent figures from the 
Equal Employment Oportunity Com- 
mission (了 EEOC) reveal that there 
are fewer Asians in management 
and Supervisory positions than in 
professional and technical ones. 

Many of them --- immigrant and 
native-born --- have begun fighting 
against Some of the barriers they 
feel have prevented advancement. 
Some of them have lost jobs or 
experienced demotions，and attribute 
Such losses to an anti-Asian bias in 
American' Society. 

Lourdes _Avelino，a former man- 
ager of equal employment opportu- 
ity at RKO in New York ciaims 
she was paid $10,000 less than

From Oakland ss Bilingual Program

OAKLAND - The expert auditor 
ITesSponsible for enforcing the Oak- 
land Unified School District's 
bilingual  _ education ”program 
announced her resignation early this 
week charging the District with 
“grossly ”failing its bilingual 
students." 

UC Santa Barbara professor Mar- 
garita Calderon， Ph.D，who was 
hired by the District in compliance: 
with a 1985$ consent decree had 
become herself the center of con- 
troversy last year. 

The Oakland-based newspaper Te 
AMforuclaror published stories _ about 
Calderon's questionable expenses 
which in one case，included fees of 
$900 for 10 hours work charged by 
Calderon's husband acting as her 
travel agent， In another instance， 
Calderon charged the district $231 
for roundtrip airfare from San 
Francisco to Oakland for a 4-hour 
visit to _ district schools. 

According to THpe Mortclariom， 
"Calderon， who is a nationally recog- 
nized authority on bilingual edua- 
tion，apparently alienated many of 
the district administrators and 
teachers. "She got herself involved 
in Some horrible fights and she- was 
temperamental” AUforaiciarzozz reporter 
Katherine Ball told 天 / 防 . 

In April，the district reacted to 


difficulties in dealing with Cal- 
deron by hiring the law firm of 
Littler，Mendelson，Fastiff 久 Tichy. 
That law firm has a- reputation for 
being anti-labor，according to Public 
Advocates attorney Lois Salisbury， 
who Tepresented some Oakland par- 
ents in a 1984 suit against the 
district. 

Salisbury said that the law firm 
then proceeded to "besiege" Calderon 
with up to three-four，five-page 
long letters in one day "nitpicking" 
her every move. "They interposed 
themselves between Calderon and 
the _ district. They Succeeded in 
delaying and protracting every 
aspect of the consent decree." 
9Salisbury Said it was their desire to 
"Seek her disqualification." 

In her 53-page year-end report 
July 6，Calderon charged the dis- 
trict with failing to comply with 
her recommendations and actually 
"Tetrogressing” in its promises to 
"implement a quality bilingual 
Program. 

_ The district responded with a 
48-page response，disputing point-by- 
point each critical statement. 

This latest round of controversy 
in an on-going battle over Oak- 
]and's bilingual education program 
began ip 1984，when nine Oakland 
families filed a class_ action suit 


against the district.， IThe parents 
charged that the district failed to 
provide adequate bilingual educa- 
tion to limited English Proficient 
students and violated their civil 


rights. 


The district responded by suing 
two of the parents and their attor- 
Deys. 

After a judge threw out the dis- 
trict's suit against the parents，the 
courts ruled in favor of the nine 
families. The district ， and :the 
Parents then worked out details of 
the consent decree stipulating that 
the mnine families would select an 
expert auditor for the district to 
hire. 

In Calderon's Tesignation， She 
accused the district of attempting to 
"discredit her professional integrity" 
as 3a means to avoid Tesponsibility 
for its failings. "For the Sake of the 
chldren of Oakland，. . . I resign so 
that Someone can Succeed me， 
Unhampered by the Smokescreen of 
controversy the District has con- 
cocted to _ avoid accountability.” 

With Calderon's resignation，the 
Plaintiffs are Tesponsible for the 
appointment of a new expert audi- 
tor. Salisbury said a replacement 
should be announced within the 
Week. 


Peralta Board Trustees Urged to Save 
Asian American Studies at Laney College

OAKLAND - Im a two hour pub- 
lic hearing on August 4 before the 
Peralta Community College District 
board，a Spectrum of black，His- 
panic and Asian Americans appealed 
to the board to Save Asian Ameri- 
can studies at Laney College. 

Donna Fujioka，an immigration 
attorney pointed out that Asian 
American studies influenced her 
field of study. 

Another speaker，Ben 玉 eh，said 
that Asian American studies "made 
me more Sympathetic toward the 
problems of black Americans，His- 
panic Americans，Native Americans

and even white Americans.” His last 
citation elicited a laugh_ from the 
audience. 

Patricia Hirota，who was unsuc- 
cessful earlier this year in her Tace 
for the District 1 school board seat 
in Oakland (EL 及 4AT6A[87)，asked 
that the board not return to con- 
frontation Politics of the 1960s. 
Hirota was hoping to avoid student 
Strikes and boycotts of classes. 

The board was told that Asian 
American comprise 2$2%0 of 
the students at Laney College，while 
instuctors are less :than five92% 
Asian Americans and the adminis- 
trators and board are zer0. 

"have been enrolling hundreds 
of students in Laney College as 
part of our Filipino Veteran out- 
Teach program,”said one speaker. 
"If your vote tonight is to keep the 
Asian American Studies program， 
then it helps reinforce what we 
have been doing. A_ negative vote 
Imeans OUIT effort to educated people 
in the _ community has been in vain." 

Peralta Trustee Harley White re- 
sponded to the audience，?"I hear 
you.

On June 19，Assistant District 
Attorney Jerry Coleman，and Dis- 
trict Attorney ,investigators met 
with American Asian Bank officials 
to devise a plan to apprehend Roth- 
well. 


SETTING THE BAIT 


Coleman Tecommended using the 
bank account's Temaining balance， 
over a quarter of a_million dollars， 
as bait to lure Rothwell into the 
bank. Bank president Evans decided 
to close the account，freeze the 
remaining -funds and issue a 
Cashiers check for the balance as 
bait for Rothwell, 

The District Attorneys Office 
arranged to Send investigator 
Audrey Moy into the bank as an 
"Assistant Vice President" to hand 
Rothwell the check，then make the 
arrest. "Our only remaining problem 
at that time was getting word to 
Rothwell to Ppick up the funds， 
without tipping him off that a 
sting was 0mD”noted Coleman, 

Rothwell unwittingly assisted his 
would-be captors the very day they 
planned his capture. Someone on 
Rothwells- behalf had been to the 
bank to try to cash a $4,000 check 
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on the Citicorp account，Manager 
Eddie Kwan had told him to return 
on Monday when the funds in the 
account would clear. 

On Monday，Kwan and Moy told 
Rothwell's representative of the 
account's closing for internal bank 
Ieasons and of the cashiers check. 
"Please tell the account holder，Mr. 
Rothwel， to come in personally and 
Sign for this quarter-million dollar 
cashiers check"”the individual was 
told. 


Rothwell entered the bank on 
Wednesday afternoon. An excited 
Eddie Kwan called the investigators 
from the bank，"RothwelPs herel! 
Get here _ quick 

Investigator Robert Holmes 
arTived on the scene，watched as 
Rothwell was handed the check and 
arrested him just outside the door. 
JInvestigator Coleman arrived，and 
examined the _ evidence，and noted 
that the Plane ticket Showed Roth- 
well few into SF from Vancouver 
that morning and was schedualed 
to fy back to Canada that after- 
DnO00Dn. 


Judge Philip Moscone signed an 
order for a bail of $1 million for 
Rothwell.

Supervisors Unanimously 
Support Park at Cathay Site 


SAN FRANCISCO - After four- 
teen years，a site for the long 
awaited park in Chinatown may 
finally be determined， On August 
10，the SF supervisors voted unani- 
mously to Use eminent domain to 
buy Cathay Meortuary at Jackson 
and Powell streets. 

Many park Supporters in atten- 
dance cheered as the result was 
announced. 

Beverly Karnatz of the Committee 
for Better Parks and Recreation in 
Chinatown，commented，"After four- 
teen years finally，our goal is being 
Teached. By next year，woOIk should 
be started on building the park. 

However the Daphne family， 
which owns the mortuary， has 
Vvowed to fight for their property. 
Their legal counsel，Ron Mulcare 
stated that， "We will vigorously 
contest the citys right to eminant 
domain. The city has neither 名]- 
filled obligations under environmen- 
tal laws nor has .the city complied 
with government codes needed prior 
to condemnation (of the Cathay site 
for public use).” 

Cathay Mortuary accounts for 
oveI half of the Daphnes” SF 
accounts and the mortuary has been 
operated by the Daphnes for more 
than forty years. 


PUBLIC HEARING 
The public hearing which pre- 


ceded the vote featured most of the 
individuals who have been involved 

in the long controversy.、(See 了 E/W 
8/6/87) 

Particularly vocal was Virginia 
Daphne. "If we had been Chinese 
instead of Caucasian we would not 
be the victim of discrimination." 

Supporters of the park contested 
the discrimination charge by point- 
ing out that previous Prop 本 open 
Space acqhisitions included lots 
Owned by Chinese. 

Daphne added that the public 
hearing was "a waste of time"” since 
the vote was "decided behind closed 
doors," 

Several Cathay Mortuary Support- 
ers scoffed at the $2.7$ million 
offer made by the city for the site. 
Virginia Daphne stated that a true 
appraisal would be "four to five 
times the amount (offered by the 
city).”In an eminent ,domain trial，a 
jury decides the fair market value 
of the property. 


SUPERVISORS SPEAK OUT 


The necessity of a park in Chi- 
natown _ concerned Supervisor Jim 
Gonzales. "Fifty percent of the 
children raised in the city have 
left，We must make Taising ouUT 
young 3a priority.” 

Supervisor Tom HHsieh added that 
in such cases "the public interest 
predominates.”

Judge Wollenberg set July 10 as 
the date set for hearing or to 
dispose of the case by plea.，Roth- 
wells decision was to plead guilty 
to _ virtually all charges: grand theft， 
false identifications and perjury. 

On July 31 Judge Laurence Kay 
Sentenced Laurie Rothwell to state 
Prison for five years. 

At an August 12 Asian American 
Bank reception，both the District 
Attorney Arlo Smith and bank of 从- 
cials honored each other for the 
joint effort in the foiling of the 
scam and apprehension of Rothwell. 

President Evans remarked， "We 
had no idea at the time that we 
Were dealing with such an impor- 
tant matter. Coleman preferred to 
think of it in more concrete terms. 
"This was the case of the big one 
that didnt get away.” 


The most reluctant Supporter of 
the park seemed to be Supervisor 
Richard Hongisto. He noted that 
the Situation "Tepresents a dramatic 
instance of conflicting .values.”The 
Supervisor Said he was troubled that 
Chinese Six Companies Oppose the 
Park. But finally he voted for the 
park because his "foremost obliga- 
tion is to the citizens of the city.” 

Supervisors Wendy Nelder and

In Bilingual Ed Battles 


As a senior at Oakland Technical 
High School in 1968-69 before the 
advent of secondary bilingual edu- 
cation，I was very concerned abonut 
the education of those who were 
then called "international Students." 
Hidden away in the basement of 
the building where they shared 
floor space the boiler room and a 
dimly-lit cafeteria，the international 
students Were Subjected to classes 
taught by teachers speaking English 
VEREerIRSY Slowly 
and VERY LOUDLY. They didn't 
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have a_ chance. 

The most logical solution to this 
deplorable Situation，Imy seventeen- 
year-old mind thought，was instruc- 
tion in subjects 1like history，social 
studies，math and _ science in their 
native languages to keep up their 
thirst _ for knowledge until their 
English ability improved. 

Sounds Simple doesn't it2? In the 
early 70'S the state legislature 
passed AB2284 which .provided 
funding for secondary bilingual 
education. Bnit the Oakland Unified 
School District didn't even know 
about its availability until  a 
member of anorganization 工 
belonged to，East Bay Asians for 


Community Action told them about 
the bill. 
JIts been Over .10 years since my 


"activist” days with the Oakland 


School System， bnut researching this 


week's article (on Page 2 of this 


issue) about Oakland's most Tecent 


bilingual skirmish leaves me pretty 
depressed about the state of affairs: 


Don't get me wIong，bilingual 
education has come a long way 
since those idealist early days. The 
cold reality of how to implement 
bilingual education has also sunk 
in. But what should be foremost 训 
eveIyone's mind as adults battle to 
implement the law，however，is that 
children are in school to learn. 开 
they don't get taught now，we have 
to _ Support them for the rest of 
their lives.

SAN JOSE - Two alleged houses 
of Prostitution catering to Asian 
clients，with many of the prostitutes 
Taiwanese，were Taided in .San Jose 
August 7. San Jose police arrested 
12 people amd confiscated $4,500 iD 
Cash. 

"Both of these Places were very， 
VerIy busy,”Ppolice Lieutenant Joe 
Brockman told the SF Chronicle. 
"About 40 potential customers 
showed up at one Place while we 
Served the Search warrant.” 

Police say they dont know if the 
two brothels _ are associated. Both 
Places had Asian prostitutes and 
customers，including well dressed 
businessmen and blue-collar workers. 


At one house，a valet would 
direct customers to parking Spaces 
and wave them inside when their 
turns came Up. Brockman said the 
investigation began about Six 
months ago when nelghbors com- 
Plained of streams of cars and 
people entering amid jleaving the 
area. 

Suspects Were booked on charges 
including pimping，Prostitution and 
possession of cocaine. Of the 12 
people taken into custody，four are 
believed to own the prostitution 


business，

business at 3181 Leigh Avenue，and 
Mai IT Moore，33，and Terrence C 
Chow，31 operated the home at 139

Holds National Convention in SF

SAN FRANCISCO - Seventy-five 
years ag0，when the Native Sons of 
the Golden State changed its name 
to0 Chinese American Citizens 
Alliance (CACA)，it set up a 
national headquarters 记 SF and 
aimed to become a truly a national 
organization， with the power to 
lobby for Chinese American Tights 
eveIywhere. 

The success of that effort was 
Teaffirmed last week when delegates 
from 16 branches across the country 
met at the Grand Lodge on Stock- 
ton Street for the 39th biennial 
coOnvention. About 2S0 delegates 
and Supporters debated on a variety 
of topics， including immigration 
law，affirmative action，and quotas 
on Asian enrollment in schools and 
colleges. 

The four-day convention，open to 
the general public and _ conducted 
entirely in English，was headed by 
Grand President Irving Lai，an LA 
businessman who was just re-elected 
to a second two-year term. 

There was an air of sadness 
among those who knew Alvin Yick 
of SF，who was Serving as president 
of the SF Lodge when he died 


unexpectedly last month. The 
TIemainder of his_ term will be filled 
by Joe Chin. 


While most of the convention was 
devoted to reports from local lodges 
on their activities of the last two 
years，the convention was marked

Two afternoons were devoted to 
seminars and the wording of resolu- 
tions by which the Grand Lodge 
can take action politically or legally

Discrimination against Asian 
American Students，Ssaid Lai，is one 
of CACA'S biggest concerns， "We 
dont want the public to set a 
quota -System against Asians because 
it will lead to a quota system for 
housing and jobs”he said.， "There's 
no need for, quotas for admissions. 
Theyre using that law to discrimi- 
nate， dont believe in a quota 
System ， because you impede the 
Asian students from getting ahead. 

“IThe quota System should only be 
for People who can't get into school 
otherwise,”he continued. "It should 
be a minimum figure，not a maxi- 
Imum 皇 gure. Many schools in the 
US are 952% white. Why have a 
double standard2" 

Another major area of concern， 
said Lai，is the Immigration Control 
Act of 1986. 

"A lot of Chinese are employers 
in_ restaurants，hotels，groceries，and 
small entrepreneurial businesses. The 
law requires them to keep all kinds 
of records on the people they hire， 
but the large majority of the Chi- 
nese entrepreneurs dont understand

SPECIAL ZONES 

Fujian province is one of China's 
Special Economic Zones (SEZ)， The 
SEZ'S _ were established in 1979 as 
experimental regions for China's 
new economic policies. Out of the 
way of the major cities，SEZ's are 
allowed developmental incentives 
determined by state and local offi- 
cials、Ihe SEZ's are of particular 
importance to _ foreign investors 
because they offer legal tax and 
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other financial incentives. 

The continuing financial reforms 
within the PRC have affected the 
state-Owned banks. When the 
People's Bank of China allowed 
limited activities to _ credit coopera- 
tives and urban and rural institu- 
tions，an _ atmosphere of competition 
among banks was created. This has 
Tesulted in heightened efficiency 
and improved customer service. 

How will these changes affect 
Bank of the Orient? "Not terribly” 
SayS Barclay.、"Since Bank of the 
Orient will be handling smaller 
firms， the increased competition 
among state Owned banks will not 
be a factor. We are dealing with a 
level of business largely with people 
who want less bureaucracy as well 
as the prestige of a foreign bank." 
On the other hand，new reforms， 
Such as allowing more foreign cur- 
TenCy exchange will be beneficial. 

The staffting of the new branch 
consists of two _ employees from the 
US and six local employees trained 


while the bank was still ip a repre- 
Sentative capacity。，Some of the 
staff are retired personnel from the 
Bank of China who serve as advi- 
SOIS OnD Chinese banking procedures. 

The bank hopes its presence will 
encourage Imore investors to con- 
sider Fujian Province. Future Plans 
may See the bank expanding its 
Services to include other SEZ2'S， 
assisting in the issuing of bonds for 
local work projects and enabling a 
more flexible repatriation of profits. 
Bank of the Orient has another 
Tepresentative office in Zhuhai， 
another SEZ. 

Barclay sees the Fujian branch in 
similar terms as the operation in 
San Francisco，"As a highly profes- 
Sional organization that knows what 
it is doing."

Attorney for Chinese Brutality Victims in NY 
Gets No Cooperation from Police Department 


By MAX MILLARD 

NEW YORK - Mini Liu，the 
attorney for four Chinese Ameri- 
cans Who were beaten by NY police 
Jan. 2，has received virtually no 
Cooperation from the Police Depart- 
ment since charges .against her 
clients were dropped four months 
ago ( 尼 /[ 作 4/2). 

On July 28，she filed a civil 
]awsuit against the City of NY，the 
Police _ Department，the _ individual 
offficers _ involved，and Manhattan 
Cable Television Co.，which called 
on police to raid the Chinatown 
apartment where the Wong family 
was Suspected of illegally tapping 
into a cable. 

Eorcing their way into the apart- 
ment,， Caucasian police officers 
arrested Hung and Feekyin Wong 
and Mrs. Wong's Sisters，Kim and 
Holly Woo. The four suffered mnul- 
tiple cuts，bruises and head injuries. 
Feekyin Wong，who was pregnant 
Teceived 12 stitches above her eye 
after being struck with handcuffs. 

As in the 198$ case of police 
brutality victim Long Guang Huang， 
whose unjustified arrest galvanized 
Boston's Asian commnunity in 1985 
and resulted in disciplinary action 
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against the arresting officer，the 
Wongs and Woos were initially 
charged with assault and resisting 
arrest，among other charges， As in 
the Huang case，the charges have 
now been turned against the police. 

But attorney Liu， co-chair of 
NYs Coalition Against _ Anti-Asian 
Violence，told 天 /了 矿 she believes the 
civil Suit "will take a while" 
because of the Slowness of the 
Police Department in conducting its 
internal investigation. 

“Ihe police are still investigating 


themselves，after Seven months,"”she 
said. "Over a month ago， they 
interviewed all the people . again. 
Its my assumption theyre being 
Slow because it's very unlikely that 
the police will punish anyone. 

They have been very uncooperative， 
even about talking to us. We have 
tried to talk with the people in 
charge of the investigation and they 
Tespond with form jletters." 

The jlack of responsiveness，Said 
Liu，is "in the context of whats 
been going on in the city， There's 
SO Imuch police brutality -- in the 
black and Hispanic community too. 
They don't want to give an inch."

SAN FRANCISCO - Asian Ameri- 
can Residential Recovery Services 
(AARRS) is the only residential 
drug abuse treatment center in SF 
providing a comprehensive，drug- 
free，18-month or inore treatment 
program primarily Serving Asian 
Americans ages 18 to 35. 

According to the agency's Execu- 
tive Director : Dr、 Davis Ja，the 
Program was started by a_ group of 
social woOrkers who，after comparing 
experiences，found drug abuse in SF 
Chinatown to be a serious problem. 

Despite the city not acknowledg- 
ing the crisis，Ja persisted and with 
Jefft Mori of the Japanese Commiu- 
nity Youth Council and other com- 
munity people，urged then Supervi- 
SOr Louise Renne to intercede with 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein to fund a 
prevention center. 

AARRS opened its doors in 1985 
with 18 beds，the first floor for 
women and the second for men. 
Though Asian Americans have 
Priority，other ethnic groups are 
admitted. They receive 7$% of their 
referrals from the probation depart- 
ment，jail，and the courts and 25%2 
位 om personal or self referrals. 

Ja Said three key issues contii- 
bute to Substance abuse: home and

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family relations，peer groups，and 


the alcohol use. 

Children whose parents work need 
from them structure，discipline and 
communication，said Ja. If children 
who have problems with their par- 
ents come into contact with drugs， 
Substance abuse can oOccur. 

"When they find out that the 
drug allows them to become less 
inhibited，they begin to enjoy it 
and enjoy themselves more,"”Ja said. 

AARRS has three programs: Tesi- 
dential care，a prevention compo- 
nent， and the Asian AIDS project. 

The residential program consists 
of individual，group，and family 
counseling，Sseminars， ITecreational/ 
art therapies and multi-cultural 
vocational development. 

The Program is_ divided into four 
Phases: orientation，treatment，Ppre 
Te-entry，and re-entry. 

Mail，visitors，phone，Ppasses，and 
money handling Privileges are not 
allowed in the first phase. New 
Tesidents must acknowledge personal 
problems in substance abuse. 

This is the "straight-life"” phase， 
Said Ja，"Residents need to _ learn 
not to hustle for drugs like they 
did in the streets.” 了 Residents work 
each day from 9 am to 2 pm. They 
plan meals amd do janitorial or 
repair work around the house. 
From 2 pm to 10 pm，residents 
have art projects，seminars，etc. 

In the second phase，residents 
“apply their clinical tools,” accord- 
ing to Ja. “Their focus is looking 
within themselves to _ change . . . to 
face and accept who you really 
are.” Privileges may be earned 
through performance and need. 

In the third phase， residents 
develop possible re-entry plans and 
develop an outside support system. 
They explore a career and try for a 
General Education Diploma. 

In phase four，residents actually 
go _ out to school and work in the 
community. "Is a tough program," 
Said Ja "If residents use drugs oOFr 
alcohol during the Program，they 
are given a warning and if it con- 
tinues，they are ITemoved from the 
Program.” 

The Prevention component consists 
of ， Presentations in Schools and 
agencies. IThey formed a theater 


company，!1 Ca Do Tat， with 
students acting out their own 
Stories Some performances leave the 
audience in tears，according to Ja. 

"You just cant tell them to say 
no to druogs,”said Ja. "You need to 
touch them in the heart before 让 
stays in their heads”he continued. 

The Asian AIDS project began 
earlier this year out of concern of 
intravenious drug - use， The city 
allocated $100,000 for the Asian 
AIDS Task Force and $40,000 was 
given by the state.
